The Chinese Ambassador to 
the United States, Dr. Welling- 
ton Koo, has also Indicated the 
Chinese Government's dissatis- 
faction with both the scope 
and the time-table of the ald’ 
programme. 

He told reportera this week 
that “we feel our situation is 
just an urgent, If not more so. 
than the European situation.” 

“China.” he said, “forms 
part of the whole world pic- 
ture—the Western Hemisphere, 
Europe and the Far East: are 
-the three legs of a tripod, and 
if you leave one leg unmended. 
the whole tripod will fall.” 

The scheme is designed, not 
at long-range reconstruction or 
largescale physical relief, but 
rather at achleving o measure 
of monctary stability whereby 
a start can bo made on reduc- 
ing Chinao’s huge inflation pro- 
gramme, schedilled to start on 
April 1 next and continue at 
the rate of $20,000,000 monthly

Not “Hard” 

These figures are’ not yet 
“hard” and changes may well 
be made before the final plan 
is completed.

Reparations have not been the 
burning question they were after 
the war of 1914-18, mainly 
bre awse experience taught 
ereater eCanomic wisdom to. the 
victors, and because the. van- 
quished have less chance to bilk. 
The principle is widely accepted 
that Germany should make what 
amends she can to her victims, 
but that she should remain able 
to support a reasonable: standard 
af life for herself. Such a prip- 
ciple alone can combine regard 
for the justice of atonement with 
the material fact that a starving 
rubbish heap in Germany could 
make no contribution to, Euro: 
peun recovery, But there has al- 
ways been room for controversy 
in the application of the principte. 
It has proved a difficult matter to 
decide what Germany should pay 
and what she should keep. 

Decision has now been reached 
so far as the Anglo-American 
zones are concerned. It is, of 
course, overdue because neither 
Germany nor cher victims “can 
know exactly where they are un- 
til the level of German industry 
and what is surplus to that level 
have been settled. The delay is 
really not ‘our foult, for a de- 
cision could hardly be reached 
while there was a chance that, as 
‘{ assumed by the Potsdam agree- 
ment in August, 1945, Germany 
would be treated as: an economic 
whole, When it became clear 
that Russia would not play on 
that basis a new start had to be 
made.
